The Council House is a fine half-timbered structure 
which bears the date 1620. By means of it access is gained 
into the courtyard known as the Council House, or Lord’s 
Place, where Charles I. and Prince Rupert took up their 
quarters on a visit to Shrewsbury. It received its name 
from having been the Hall of the Court of the Marches 
of Wales. 
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
